We hear a great d eal about overtax ed Euro­ 
pean coun tries — an d have been led to thin k 
th a t we, by comparisorf, are fortun ate. 
But if the presen t tren d con tin ues American 
workers an d in vestors will soon have as much 
to fear from the tax collector as the citizen s of 
an y other coun try. 
At the momen t, about on e d ollar out of every 
five we earn goes to govern men t — the same ra ­ 
tio th a t prevails in German y. The highest tax ed 
coun try in the world is En glan d . There govern ­ 
m en t takes on e d ollar out of every four of the 
n ation al in come. T hat is very little more th an 
we pay — an d we’re catchin g up rapid ly. A few 
weeks ago En glish tax es — n otably the in come 
tax — were red uced , while Un ited States tax es 
are stead ily risin g. 
Most of us d on ’t pay our tax es d irectly. We 
may even thin k we’re beatin g the game. But if 
we ren t a house, its tax es are part of the ren tal 
cost. The tax es paid by the corn er grocery an d 
the con cern s prod ucin g the food it sells are re­ 
flected in prices. If we d rive a car, buy a glass of 
beer, turn on an electric light, go to a show, pur­ 
chase clothes or other n ecessities, we are pay­ 
in g tax es. 
On the average we work on e d ay out of every 
five for the govern men t. 
An d un less there’s 
stron g public opposition to higher tax es, we’ll 
soon be workin g on e d ay in four in ord er to keep 
up with the tax collector. 


HUMAN SKILL OUTRANKS MACHINES 
Mod ern in d ustry with its almost hum an m a­ 
chin es an d quan tity prod uction method s, n eed s 
the true craftsm an more than ever before, says 
W. A. Fisher, presid en t of the Fisher Bod y 
C raftsm an ’s Guild , Detroit, Michigan . 
“The opin ion has been ex pressed all too freely 
in recen t years th at the m achin e age is elim ­ 
in atin g the n eed for the skilled worker,” Mr. 


Fisher d eclares. ‘‘This is n ot true. C raftsm an ­ 
ship is of more im portan ce tod ay th an it was 
when all thin gs were prod uced by han d . W ith­ 
out it, progress is impossible. 
“The m an who can show m an ual d ex terity an d 
the ability to apply techn ical kn owled ge in telli­ 
gen tly can go far in our m od ern in d ustrial sys­ 
tem, for he has a com bin ation th a t is urgen tly 
n eed ed .” 
The Guild was organ ized in 19 30. The aim of 
its foun d ers was to foster id eals of true crafts­ 
m an ship amon g boys of the North American 
Con tin en t an d en courage them to build with 
their own han d s — to create thin gs for them ­ 
selves. 
Alread y the Guild has earn ed in tern ation al 
recogn ition as an outstan d in g ed ucation al foun ­ 
d ation . It has some 750,000 members an d in 
three years has provid ed fun d s for in surin g a 
complete college ed ucation to fifteen boys. 
To win the award s offered by the Guild , the 
basis of competition is the build in g of a m in ia­ 
ture mod el of the Napoleon ic coach, for which 
the Guild furn ishes the plan s. The coach was 
chosen because it calls for skill in m etal, wood , 
pain t an d trim craft as well as artistic taste, 
m en tal in gen uity, m an ual proficien cy an d pa­ 
tien t perseveran ce. 
Here is a real character build in g en d eavor 
which lays the foun d ation for a life work. Ed u­ 
cators an d schools are cooperatin g in the move­ 
men t.* In terest was so great this year th a t the 
closin g d ate of the 19 34 competition has been 
ex ten d ed to m id n ight, July 21 to allow the 
youths vyin g for the $51,000 in un iversity schol­ 
arships, ad d ition al time to complete their m in ­ 
iature Napoleon ic coaches. 
This is a fin e ex ample of w hat American in ­ 
d ustry is d oin g to help d evelop real artisan s an d 
good citizen s who take prid e in their work an d 
in the ex cellen ce of American prod ucts which 
they will build in the future.

MEMORIAL DAY 
Amon g the man y holid ays cel­

an d gratitud e. Grief for the fall­ 
en —gratitud e for the 
blessin gs 
they gave their youn g lives to 
secure. 
Decoration Day mean s 
more than tears an d flowers for 
the loyal son s an d d aughters of 
America. 
As our flag is the symbol of our 
coun try an d con stitution so too 
is Memorial 
Day a 
symbol of 
th a t sacrifice poured upon every 
battlefield from Bull Run to Ap­ 
pomattox . 
We speak of this d ay as a Na­ 
tion al holid ay, when as a m at­ 
ter of 
fact we 
have n o 
such 
thin g as a Nation al holid ay in 
the sen se th at it is mad e so by 
law. Differen t states have laws 
settin g asid e d ifferen t d ays as 
such, but custom has mad e a few 
d ays n ation al by common con ­ 
sen t. Such are July 4th, 
Labor 
Day, 
Than ksgivin g. 
Christmas 
an d New Years. But these festi­ 
vals are d ays of joy an d revelry, 
while on Memorial Day the flag 
is d raped an d floats 
at 
half- 
m ast, the m ourn ful 
procession 
takes up the march, to soun d of 
muffled d rum an d goes to scat­ 
ter flowers over the graves of the 
fallen d ead . It is hard to thin k, 
th a t a d ay which by a beautiful 
custom, was set apart for so sa­ 
cred a purpose, is n ow mad e on e 
of revelry an d sport, of 
sord id 
selfish m ercen ary gain , by races 
an d prize fights. 
We should n ever forget 
th at 
this beatiful rem in d er of 
the 
sold ier d ead had its origin in the 
south an d was first celebrated at 
Columbus, Mississippi, when the 
Con fed erate 
women 
of 
th at 
place im partially d ecorated the 
graves of the “Blue 
an d 
the 
G ray.” This occurred in 1867, an d 
the even t led to th at beautiful 
poem en titled the “Blue an d the 
G ray” by Lyn ch. 
In 1868 Gen eral John A. Logan 
then Comman d er in Chief of the 
G ran d Army issued a proclam a­ 
tion settin g asid e May 30th as 
Memorial Day, which has 
ever 
sin ce been ad opted an d followed 
in tVe North as the 
d ay 
upon 
which we d ecorate the graves of 
our sold ier d ead , an d while a d ay 
peculiar to the 
sold iers 
of ’6 1 
alon e, yet it is n ow 
oustomary 
to d ecorate the graves of the sol­ 
d iers of every war, regard less of 
w hether he wore the Blue or the 
G ray. For— 
~No more shall the war cry sev er 


Nor our win d in g rivers be red 
They ban ish our an ger forever 
When they laurel the graves of 
our d ead 
Un d er the sod an d the d ew 
W aitin g the Jud gm en t Day 
Tears an d love for the Blue

W hat

spirit,

climate Decoration Day in

low bein gs. A self-m ad e aristo­ 
crat, he led a simple life, n ever 
gathered a fortun e, an d n ever 
thought of build in g a palace for 
his old d ays. A regular an d or­ 
d erly citizen who n ever broke a 
law, he n ever hesitated to speak 
his min d an d to criticize un re­ 
served ly the in stitution s of his 
coun try. An irascible m an , sub­ 
ject to un con trollable fits of 
temper, he was a d evoted an d 
faithful husban d , a frien d an d 
guid e for his child ren an d a lov­ 
in g gran d father . . . 
“He loved his coun try passion ­ 
ately an d jealously, with the love 
of the farm er for the m other 
earth, for the soil tilled by his 
forbears in which he will be 
buried . In Paris, more con cern ed 
with

growth of the Un ited States, he 
fought 
for * American 
rights 
again st frien d an d foe.” 


Ad ams form ulated his creed 
for Jefferson ’s ben efit: 
“Vain man !

Eat your can ­ 
vas-back d ucks! d rin k your Bur­ 
gun d y! Sleep your siesta, when 
n ecessary, an d TRUST IN GOD!”
